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According to the recommenda- 
tions and revenue expectation 
from the Albany Administrative 
office it will take $916,151.00 to 
maintain the City of Albany for 
the forthcoming fiscal’ year. 

It would appear, in general, 
that the tax rate can be main- 
tained at substantially the same 
level. However, according to Ad- 
ministrative Officer James B. 
Turner, some additional sources 
of revenue will have to be de- 
veloped in order to meet the obli- 
gations of the City. 


_|GENERAL FUND 


The City Charter provides that 
a maximum of $1.00 per each 
$100.00 assessed valuation may be 
collected for the General Fund 
activities within the City. The 
General Fund tax rate during the 
Jast year was $1.00, and it would 
appear necessary to preserve this 
rate in the forthcoming year. 

The anticipated expenditures 
for the year, including 5% salary 
adjustment, would amount to 
$676,603.00. The proposed figures 
reflect a transfer of Sanitary 
Sewer Maintenance and Construc- 
tion to a Sanitary Sewer Main- 
tenance and Construction Fund. 
This would require the imposition 
of a sewer service charge on 
users of sanitary facilities to 
meet this obligation. Current 
budget proposals are such that 
enactment of sewer service 
charges prior to January 1964 
would provide adequate funds for 
the 1963-64 period. 

Increases in the General Fund 
will be made possible by addi- 
tional revenues from sources 
other than the tax rate, many of 
which resuited from the popula- 
tion increase in late 1962. The 
budget alotment for the 1962-63 
fiseal year was-$650,279.80..

Total anticipated expenditures 
for the year necessary to provide 
substantially the. same level of 
service would be $101,202.00. 
While the proposed expenditures 
from this fund are up some 
$5,000.00 over last year it is felt 
that substantially the same tax 
rate can be maintained.

The proposed budget for the 
Library is $30,771. While this 
figure is higher than the current 
year ($29,671.00), it is felt that 
the current rate of 14c will be 
adequate to meet the expendi- 
tures.
